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Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: DHC requested an interview to discuss the new restriction 
requirement mailed 5/13/03 (Paper #9) DHC voiced concerns that all proteins were not treated as "first products", 
meaning joined with the encoding nucleic acid, methods of making, and methods of using the protein. DHC further 
noted that they had elected SEQ ID NO: 41 and that the invention noted as Group 1 which includes the protein drawn 
to SEQ ID NO: 1, nucleic acid, methods of making and methods of using. Thus, DHC voiced concerns that Incyte was 
not being equitably treated. KCC stated that since their response to the first restriction clearly urged that national stage 
restriction practice had not been applied to the claims in the application filed under 371 and thus the restriction was not 
fair, KCC re-restricted using national stage restriction practice and that no intent was made to vary from this practice, 
that is, such that previously elected SEQ ID NO: 41 would be grouped with its encoding nucleic acid, methods of 
making and methods of using but rather the first product SEQ ID NO: 1 treated in this manner in accordence to the 
practice. DHC noted that Incyte had searched and provided art drawn to SEQ ID NO: 41, which she believes to be free 
of the prior art. KCC agreed to rejoin the protein having SEQ ID NO: 41, its encoding nucleic acid sequence SEQ ID 
NO: 84, methods of making and methods of using SEQ ID NO: 41 in the fashion of current restricted Group 1 drawn to 
SEQ ID NO: 1 . However, other proteins will not enjoy this regrouping because the national stage restriction in Paper #9 
appears to be correct and inventions can be rejoined at the discretion of the examiner in charge of examining those 
products. DHC also requested rejoinder of the antibodies against SEQ ID NO: 41 and KCC declined this request at this 
time. Therefore, Group 37, Group 75, and Group 304, comprising Claims 1-7, 9, 1 1, 16, 17, 19, 22, and 26, drawn to 
polypeptide having SEQ ID NO: 41, encoding nucleic acid, methods of making, and methods of using have been 
rejoined.. .
